1 nit a Suicide in Jai

C hicago , N ov . 10,10 a. m., ’87. 
Louis Lineg, one of the anarchists in 
jail here, awaiting 
execution, 
fatally I 
wounded himself 
this forenoon, about 
uine o’clock. 
He is now in an uncon­ 
scious aud dying condition. 
The rash 1 
deed was committed 
with fulminating 
caps (fulminate of mcrcur)) which were 
smuggled into his cell by some person un­ 
known. 
Lingg placed the cap (which is 
less than an inch long and about the 
size of a lead pencil) between his teeth 
and shutting his jaws together quickly 
with force, an explosion followed with 
ghastly Jesuits. One ride of the convict’s 
head was almost litterally tome away. At 
lust reports he was still living, but can 
not last long. 
The jail doors were, by 
the officers, immediately closed to all 
visitors, and all persons are excluded. 
Lingg’s “ nervy” deed is causing very 
great excitement all over the city. Every 
citizen, old and young, talk3 of nothing 
else to-day. 
The sheriff has taken extra 
and particular precaution to prevent any 
similar act by the other anarchist prison­ 
ers.

Becker had three fingers taken off his 
hand by a circular saw at the Grand De 
tour n o w shops this afternoon.

The party were taken to tho St. Nicholas 
hotel, where they had b reakfast, and short­ 
ly after 9 o'clock entered tho capital b uild­ 
ing and were shown to tho executive recep­ 
tion-room, where tho governor came very 
soon, and said ho was ready to hear the ap­ 
peal. 
Cnpt Black was the first to address tho 
governor. 
He presented tho formal applica­ 
tion for clemency of August 
Spies, Michael 
Schwab and Samuel Fielden. 
Ho stated 
that it was not signed b y Parsons, 
Fischer, 
Engel and Lingg for the reason, ut he al­ 
leged, that they had sent personal applica­ 
tions to the governor, anil therefore deemed 
it unnecessary to sign the petition 
¡¡1 q ues­ 
tion. 
This petition was q uite lengthy. It re­ 
cited the history of the alleged offense for 
which the petitioners had b een condemned. 
It affirmed that none of thorn either threw 
the fatal b omb or advised its throw ing; that 
they ha 1 no knowledge of tho fact that it 
was to b o throw n; that they had always 
counseled and encouraged puico. 
The conduct of the trial was then consid­ 
ered atul tie* paints upon which the d<*feits* 
depends to demonstrate tho unfairness of the 
irial were given with great particularity, and 
it was stated that, in fact, a fair trial was 
imjOisib Ui i*i Chicago, in view of the inilu- 
enec and ■ fate of pub lic opinion at the time 
it took place. 
Capt, Black presented an alli- 
davit from <ii is S. Favor, a reputab le b usi­ 
ness man of Chicago, ten ling to show that 
the jury which tri**d the Anarchists had b een 
delib erately packed against thotn b y u b uiliiT, 
and ad« lod that Favor had declined t» . make 
an ailldavit at tho time b ecause he was afraid 
to; that Judge Gary had refused a piece s 
aud Attorney Grinnell had aivLod Favor 
uot to make an affidavit. 
The captaiu seemed to make a strong im­ 
pression t» n tho governor when he told him 
that slmiiar meetings to tho one at tic* llay- 
murkot had b een held every w ck for three 
years provi* us, and that the speech s were 
exactly similar in tone at all of them, and 
the polio * b id Imsou aware of them, b ut nev< r 
interfered b efore tho fatal night of May I, 
Jtit*»»; that Mayor Harrison had b een pre-son. 
at the II tym. rk. t meeting until shortly b e­ 
fore it was (igq > rs d b y tho police arid had 
testified in tho trial that th re was nothing 
particularly wild ab out the speech« s, and 
that he huil gone to the I>esp' lines street sta­ 
tion and *ol 1 
Inspector Bonilel i that he 
might as well ?u:.d his reserves home. 
After reading the petition and affidavit, 
C apt Blade ad ires * 1 the governor.

ANOTHER CHICAGO SENSATION. 


S ixteen T ho usand M en W h o A re to l>o 
G reat Thing s. 


C híc al o , N ov . 10.— Rumors of tho most 
startling character succeed each other thick 
and fast in connection w ith the Anarchists. 
The latest and perhaps the most sensational 
of all those heard on the street gained wide­ 
spread currency W ednesday night.

stated, has thoroughly alarm ed the police 
officials and great efforts will now b e made 
b y them to counteract any mischief the 
memb ers of the Central L ib or union may 
propose to do on Friday. 
As a step in the 
direction of preventing any organize 1 out­ 
b reak it is said that tho authorities have de­ 
termined that the b ridges connecting the 
three divisions of the city shall b e swung 
will« ’ ojien early on tho morning of the exe­ 
cution and kept so until all fear of troub le is 
over. 
Armed troop? will in? stationed at tho 
mouths of the two river tunnels to prevent 
any one from entering. 
Fred ICorst and Emil Wende, th« * two men 
arrested for purchasing revolvers, as it is 
claimed for unlawful uso b y a certain group 
of Anarchists, 
were arraigned Weduesday 
b efore Justice Lyon and hold in heavy b on« ls 
for trial on the 15th Inst. 
The police state 
they have ample evidence to convict the men 
of conspiring to murder. 
Judge Prendergast at a hearing \Y ednes- 
day afternoon refused to interfere in the 
m atter of « letermining the q uestion of the 
insanity of Lingg, the b omb -makor, sustain­ 
ing State’» Attorney Griniiell’s argum ent 
that the prisoner was out of the jurisdiction 
of the county court. 
The court saiil that it 
would not undertake to pass on the case un­ 
til the criminal court refustxl to do so, and 
Attorney H unt announced that he intended 
to carry the m atter to that trib unal immedi­ 
ately. 
Attorney Moses Salomon has secured the 
signatures of three of the condemned men, 
understool to b e Spies, Fielden and Schwab , 
to a petition far a writ of hab eas corpus. The

find to make ‘7’ an«l ‘5,’ re- 
spectively, of these require I some .skill.

one or two places tho deception had been car­ 
ried out with 
some care, but in other cases 
tho forger had done his w*ork in a most bun­ 
gling m anner.” 
C. C. Crecelius, tho cashier, is tho artist 
who did the work an«l tho money went in 
overloans m a le the Joh n M eyer Lum ber 
com pany and M. Goldsm ith and others. Mr.

The* duties of a pilot on a small ¡steamer 
that plies up and down a <k‘<*p muddy 
stream betweop two cities' about one 
hundred miles apart, are not always of 
the pleasantest nature. 
The sumptuous 
pilot houses «if our modern ferry boats 
and great s.»und steamers do not give 
the iaintest suggestion of the narrow, 
two by two plank platform that was 
form erly used as a standing place for the 
pilots of the river steamers. 
The northern lim it of oar jo u rn e y was 
marked hy a small village, situated on 
(lie very hanks of the river, and forming 
the commercial seaport for alxmt half a 
dozen similar towns. 
The width of the 
| stream at this point was about seventy- 
five feet, and it was very shallow. .Both 
banks for miles down the river were 
lined with thick woods, and tIre* branches 
grew so far across the water that in many 
places the Uuighs on the opposite sid«»s 
interlaced with each other, and formed a 
natural archway, through which we were 
comj»ell«*«l to sail. 
On dark nights the 
gloom was intense, #an«l it required a 
strong head light to disj>e} the shadows 
sufficiently for us to guide our small 
craft thr«rii;;h the* water. Here and there 
great logs, or fallen trees, nearly blocked 
up the wa v, and made the journey d«>ubly 
dangerous. 
One dark night, i9i the fall of the year, 
wo were ]»rocee«ling up tire» river, as 
usual, when a strange adventure hap­ 
pened t«> u.s. 
1 he night was on«* of those 
fitfully cloudy ones, which is lighted up 
occasionally by the ii!«>»»n «»merging from 
a bank oi clouds and then disappearing 
again. 
W e had a slow’ head of steam 
on, and the tug was puffing along leis­ 
urely, making perhaps about a half rate 
of speed, 
My fam iliarity w ith the river I 
enabled me to guide the lx>at along with 
comparative ease, while I listened to the 
chorus of wild animals, which were m ak­ 
ing the woods noound w ith their cries. 
Occasionally the green gleam of an eye 
could be se«*n watching us from the shore. 
Now and then a heavy splash in the water 
intimated that some ferocious beast had 
come down to 1 at lie, or had start«*«! in 
pursuit of our floating home. 
The deck hands went- asleep as the night 
advanced, and I was left alone with m y 
thoughts. 
W e were gliding under one of 
the leafy arches that extended across th«3 
river, when I w as aroused by a series o f 
w ild screams. 
I at once knew that the 
cry came from a human being and not 
from a wild animal.
